1954 OIL. SUMMARY—— 


(Continued Prom page one) 
‘drilling attempts ‘in Mississippi 
during 1954. Of these ventures, 
144 were “rank wildcats" seek- 
ing new ail and gas reservoirs . 
in unproved areas—12 were suc- 
cessful; 132 were “dry holes." 
Developments attempts totaling 
214 in areas where oil or gas 
production had been established 
resulted in-"133 producing wells, 
and 81 dry holes. 

1954 DISCOVERIES 

The twelve new oil or gas 
fields established during 1954 by 
exploratory drilling: are: Knoxville 
and Wells Creek fields in Frank- 
lin County; Brownland and Oak 
Wood fields in Jefferson County; 
Darrington, Mills Bayou and Lake 
Mary Fields in Wilkinson County; 
Sweetwater field in Lincoln Coun- 
ty; Poplar Grove field in Adams 
County; Bolton field in Hinds 
County; Loring field in Madison 
County; arid Hamilton field in 
Manroe County. 

Hamilton field in Monroe Coun- 
ty was the only new gas discov- 
ery. The remaining 11 new res- 
ervoirs found in 1954 produce 
oil or distillate. 

WHERE WE STAND 

As 1955 opens, Mississippi ranks 
in annual production tenth among 
oil-producing ‘states and seventh 
among the natural gas producers, 
The state's 1954 oil production 
wil total approximately 36 mil- 
lion barrels when totals for the 
year are available. ! 

There are producible wells 
in 29 Mississippi counties.
